Reasons For Allowance 


3. The combination as claimed wherein a replaceable ink container 
comprising the latch feature is in engagement with corresponding engagement 
features of the printing system (claim 18) or the electrical interface portion 
including an engagement portion separated from and positioned opposite to the 
plurality of electrical contacts (claim 20) or the electrical interface portion is a 
cavity within the leading edge of the replaceable ink container, the cavity being

bisected by the longitudinal axis and having an inner surface with the plurality of 
electrical contacts thereon (claim 26) is not disclosed, suggested, or made 
obvious by the prior art of record. 

Bullock et al. (US 5,812,156) discloses a replaceable ink container (Figs. 4's) 
comprising an electrical interface (46) and a memory (28). However, a latch 
feature and corresponding engagement features of the printing system is not 
disclosed. Furthermore, the electrical interface (46) is not disclosed to be defined 
by a cavity.
